The prior art fails to teach a liquid detector for determining presence of a liquid in 
a solid, among other features, comprising at least one probe, for intimate contact with 
the solid, having a porous fritted material as light impervious material capable of 
absorbing the liquid and gradually becoming translucent as the liquid is being absorbed 
therein; means for detecting the translucency in the material; and means for indicating 
the presence of the liquid based on the detected result.
